application for leave to appeal to the Privy Council, made by Mr. 
F.C, Jenkin, K.C., on behalf of Sung Man-cho, alleged revolutionary, 
who has been In custody in the Colony since June. 

_ The appeal is {o’he made against a decision of the Full Court, 
handed down on Friday, which confirmed the validity of a Deporta- 


tlon Order against the applicant,

RIGHTS OF APPEAL, _ ; 


Mr. Jenkin, in opening his ad- 
dress to the Court, said:—This 
npplication for provisional leave 
to appeal to His Majesty in 
Council ig made under Rule 2 of 
the Privy Council Rules. 

“The applicant has 2 right to 
appeal to the Privy Couneil if 
either directly or indircetly some 
civil right amounting to und of 


the value of $6,000 or upwards is|. 


involved. 

“He also may appeal by leave 
given by this Court, in the exer- 
cise of its diseretion, if the Court 
is satisfied that the question in- 
volved is one by reuson of its 
great general or public import- 
ance ought to be submitted to his 
Majesty.” 

Mr, Jenkin argued first on the 
point that he (his client) was 
«ntitled by right to appeal to the 
Crown that a elvil right, which 
wea applicant's right to 
tiherty, was directly or indirectly 
involved in the appeal, and that 
ritht was of the value of 85,000 
to applicant. 

“At first sight that might 
appear a possibly startling pro- 
position, but as I have said before 
in this ease," (snid Mr. Jenkin), 
“all propositions have at times to 
be novel.” 

“What I would like to put to 
Your Lordships iy this, that in 
the appeal under right there is 
no method laid down by which 
appealable value is to be ascer- 
tained, und it has also been laid 
down that the Privy Council will 
entertain an appeal in the case 
where'a man makes a cluim for 
damages although his case is dis- 
missed by the Trial Court, with- 
out the determination as to whe- 
ther or not his claim is recover- 
able.” 

The appeal, on the first ground, 
would be on the point as to whe- 
ther or not the matter involved 
an unmount of appealnble value, 
which in the Colony of Hong 
Kong was rated at $5,000. 


A Civil Right. 

Mr. Jenkin, after quoting 
cases in support of his urgument, 
went onto refer to the wide 
terms used in the section of Rule

peal as a right, were sufficient to 
cover this case.

Court’s Diserction, 

Regarding the application for 
Ieave at the discretion. of the 
Court, Mr. Jenkin submitted the 
matter was one obviously of 
great public importance, and 
ought to be submitted to His 
Majesty. The points which ought 
to be put to the Privy Council 
for their deliberation would be 
submitted to Thefr Lordships. 
Upon the grounds set forth it 
was submitted that the matter 
Ae one to go to the Privy Coun- 
ci.

(4) That, it- being established or 
admitted that the evidence

. import if true, but which in 
fuct ‘was false, the correct 
view should be that, in the 
absence of evidence by the 
Crown that the falsity was 
known and accordingly the 
matter excluded from con 
sideration, the decision 
to make the Deportation 
Order was thereby  impro- 
perly influcnced and obtain- 
ed, and is invalid. 

(5) That, it being admitted that

He told his listeners that they 
could form some idea of what a 
calamity they had escaped by re- 
membering what’ had happened 
in Germany, Austria, France and 
other countries. British holders 
of French war loans knew from 
their experience something of 
what depreciation meant, Four- 
Sftha of their capital and four- 
fifths of their interest had been 
tnken away by the depreciation 
of the Franc. 

The Choice. , 

The choice, said Mr. Snowden 
roundly, was between his Budget, 
with its unpleasant economies 
and heavy taxation, and a paper 
currency worth no stable value, 
meaning ruin more or less for 
every body.

Tho pur- 
chase of motor equipment 
was the largest made by a govern- 
ment department since the war 
With this order Ford sales to the 
Post Oflice Department during ro- 
exnt years reached a total of 2,900 
units, : 

The purchase marks another atep 
In tho department's programme of 
building up ita fleet of . several. 
thousand trucks, and also to replace 
some of Lhe surplus trucks turned 
over to the Post OMico Department 
by the Army at the close of the war. 

Deliveries aro to start immodiato- 
ly and continue as rapidly os the 
hedies contracted for are ready for 
Installation. The comploted trucks 
will then be distributed to some 60 
cilics throughout the United States. 
The order was placed with the Ford 
company after an exhauativo test 
conducted by the Department with 
the co-operation of the Bureau of 
Standards. The tests were under 
the supervision of W. <A. Jacobs, 
nutomotive engineer of the Bureau 
of Standards, and Wm. Wolma of

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Our “Captains of Industry ” Defeated, 


HE National Government has unlimbered and unmasked its guns, 
They are forind to be trained on palace and mansion, town 
house and countrs home, viearage and manse, suburban home and 
tenement flat. cottage and hovel, There are those who maintain 
that the last six are aetually menaced, while, in the case of the first 
four, there onlv a semblance of menace. We are not of that 
opinion, T ms tous that Mr, Ramsay MacDonald and Mr. Philip 
Snowden, Myr. Stanley Baldwin and Sir Herbert Samuel hnve suc- 
ae Hy devised measures for meeting the crisis on what may with 


acenracy be termed the principle of “equal sacrifiee”’ And we be- 
helieve. with the “Tron Chancellor,” that the people of Britain will 


triumph over the crisis, if they will show grit, and confidence in 
the country, equal to that of their predecessors. For this is neither 
the feet nor andy grave crisis over which ‘the peonle of Bri- 
tain have triumphed. : 

But the Emergency Budget, with its pros and cons, is not ace 
thally our theme to-day, though it is, indirectly, a token of the de- 
fext of our “Captains of Industry"—~2 defeat which it is in their 
bower ta turn to victory, We deal with this subject from a broader 
and, perhaps, mere detached point of view. It is a point of view 
which has slresdw heen examined and commented sinon by some of 
the greatest thinkers of the age in which we find onrge)ves living. 

This Slump. this world-wide Trade Depression, has been de- 
seribed by one of them—Mr, Aldous Huxley — as the ‘Victory of 
Art din the world’s widest sense) over Humanity.’ This Art 
(man's own mind) is snid'to be his most formidable enemy today. 
Havine succeeded in “domesticnting” nature. in compellins "recal- 
citrant matter” to serve his own purpose, he finds. ironically enough, 
defeat in success. The products of his own inventiveness have 
turned againet him, and he staggers to-day under the hows re- 
ceived in the course of the conflict with the organised: forces of 
hiv awn’ intelligence. 

Let us examine this a little more closely, Why is there so 
much pnemployment in most of the industrial countries of the 
world? Beenvse, it will renerally be agreed, there is over-preduction 
and not under-consumntion, And why is there over-production? 
Beconse, “the rate at which the consuming population grows jn less 
roo'd than the rate nt which the machinery of production (man's in- 
ventiveness) is lvetng improved. Even less rapid is the rate at 
which uppetites can be created and stimulated by advertising and 
salesmanship. Result: too many goods, consequently too low aprice, 
consequently panic restriction of production, and consequently un- 
employment.” Yet, and all the time, machinery is being steadily 
made more and more efficient. 

And what is the price paid for this efficiency? Higher produc- 
tion by fewer producers, and more unemployed with less money to 
buy more goods. The theory, held for so Jong and which the frets of 
the time seemed to confirm, that unemployment due to improve- 
ments in the process of manufacture would always and nutomatically 
be cancelled out by the creation of new demands for the cheaper 
article, in view of the disclosure of facts to-day, is no longer ten- 
able. This is the state of affairs in what may be termed the fac- 
tories, but o similar state of affairs exists in the fields.. There, 
also, are we being: vanquished By our own marvellous art of agri- 
culture, The wheat farmer {s, more or less, bankrupt, and his crops 
are being either burned, thrown into the sea or given to the pis 
und chickens, 

’ We know the disease and its cause, What of the remedy? Co- 
ordination, That seems to be the cure, Co-ordination and regula- 
tion. By co-ordination and regulatjon is meant," world-wide adjust- 
ment of production to consumption, world-wide agreements about 
the establishment of new industrics and the use of new inventions 
in old ones," In fact, a world policy for everything, so that out 
of a babel of separate and private achievements may be evolved uni- 
versal valid sense. In other words, internationalism, instead of 
nationalism. Our “Captains of Industry,” in their separate and 
nrivate achievements, have been defeated, and they will continue to 
he defeated until they realise the inherent weakness of their policies 
and coordinate for the well-being and good of nll. Private interests 
must give place to the interests of the body politic, that to national. 
tym, und that in turn again to internationalism, ‘ 

But international agreement on any important.issue fs har t 

reach, It ie hard. but not impossible, for necessity makes strunge 
bedfellows, Nevertheless, what we orc up against mest. in erriv- 
ing: at international agreemonts, In dovising universal co-ordination 
and regulation, arc habits. Those hablts, devised for special sets 
of ciretmstances many yeara ago, but handed down to us as helr- 
looms, which we have come to regard as sacred and which. beenuse 
of the sentiment attached to them, we tesncct. “even when {tis 
manifestly obvious that they arc a danger to civilisntion." These 
habits, it is said, are in process of dying; but they are dying too 
slowly. and the difficult tincs confronting us demand that thev 
should be murdered, and that at onco.. Our “Captains of Industry.” 
and om governments, need rojuvenating’ need to be ecuuipped with 
the necessary institutional worpons so fhat they mey be capable of 
acting swiftly and with a well-informed and Intelligent ruthiess- 
ness.” Thus. and thus only, it seoms, tan our “Captains ef In- 
dustry” ‘turn defeat into victory.
